1 . Claims 1,5,8-13, 16-30 and 42-46 are allowed. 

2. Claims 47-50 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

3. Claims 2-4 and 51-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by either of the patents to Sakurai et al. Nakano. 

The new claim language "targeted magnetization" fails to distinguish over the 
teaching of selective induction of magnetic properties taught by both references. 

4. Claims 2-4 and 51-54 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over either of the patents to Sakurai et al. or Nakano. 

5. Since applicants' second layer of microcapsules can be composed of the same 
material as the first layer, no patentable distinction is seen between one thick layer and 
two thin layers of the same material. This rejection can be overcome by somehow 
differing the two microcapsule layers. 

6. Applicant's submission of the requirements for the joint research agreement prior 
art exclusion under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) on 7/5/05 prompted the new ground(s) of rejection 
under 37 CFR 1.109(b) presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS
